KEEPING TIIK TEETH CLEAN.—At n meet- 


ing of the American Academy, Dec., 1849, a. 
paper was rend by Dr. H. I. Bowditch, on tho 
animal and vegetable parasites infesting the 
teeth, with the effects of different agents in 
causing their removal arid destruction. Micro- 
scopical examinations had been made of more 
than forty individual*, selected from all classes 
of society, in every-variety of bodily condition; 
nnd in nearly every case animal and vegetable 
parasites in great numbers had been "discov- 
ered. 
Of the 
nn i mill-- parasites there were 


three or four species, and of the vegetable, one. 
or two. 
In fact, the only persons whose 


mouths were found to be completely free from 
them, cleansed their teeth four times daily .using 
soap once. One or two of these? individuals 
also passed a thread between the teeth to 
cleanse them more effectually. In all cases the 
number of the parasites was greater in pro- 
portion to the neglect of cleansing. The effect 
of the application of various agents was also 
noticed. Tobacco juice and smoke did not 
impair their vitality in the least. The same 
was also true of the chlorine tooth-wash, of 
pulverized hark, of soda, ammonia and various 
other popular detergents. The application of 
soap, however, appeared to destroy them in- 
stantly. We may hence infer that this is the 
best, and most proper specific for cleansing the 
teeth. In «11 cases where it has been tried, it 
receives unqualified commendation. It may 
also be proper to add, that none but the purest 
wite soap, free from all discoloration, should be 
used.—American Annual of Scientific Discovery.
